WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—Ramon 
Caceres, President of Santo Domingo, 
was assassinated by political malcon- 
tents in San Domingo .City late yester- 
day afternoon, according to reports to 
the State Department today. No upris- 
ing has yet followed, 

Russell, the American Minister to San- 
to Domingo, is in this country on leave 
and ‘the secretary, Endicott, is acting 
as charge. 

Lacking further information, it is pre- 
sumed here that Caceres has fallen a 
victim to one of the characteristic Domi- 
nican plots. It is known that Caceres’ 
administration, which has lasted four 
years, an almost unprecedented period 
in Dominican history, has recently been 
disturbed by several well-defined revo- 
lutionary plots. 


The political career of Gen Ramon 
Caceres may be said to have begun 
wuen he avenged the execution of his 
father by assassinating Heureux at 
Moca July 28, 1899. He was a partisan 
of Gen. Jimenez and by killing Heureux 
also made it possible for Jimenez to 
obtain the presidency. 

Later Caceres became Minister of War 
and tok a leading part in suppressing 
the rebellion of Jimenez after the latter 
had been driven from the presidency. He 


Morales and later when Morales, at 
odds with his own party and unable to 
control his Cabinet, fled from the coun- 
try, Caceres was installed in the presi- 
dency by the ministry. 

This was in December, 195, and two 
years later an arrangement was made 
between the Dominican republic and the 
United States by which the American 
Government appointed a receiver-gen- 
eral of customs for San Domingo, 
through which the public debt is still 
being discharged.

Stifel and Blodgett, according to per- 
sons present, gave Reber and Thomas 
a terrific tongue lashing. 

The aggression was all on the part of 
Stifel and Blodgett, who criticised the 
Kreismann administration sharply, not 
only for supporting the Howe franchise, 
but for other acts. Stifel and Boldgett 
are leaaers of the faction which sup- 
parts Henry W. Kiel as chairman: of the 
Republican City Committee, and Thomas 
is ‘one of the Mayor’s champions in the 
organization... Reber, as president of the 
board, has supported the Kreismann

Blodgett asked Reber, in angry tones.

Jep- 
tha D. Howe, who has been charged 
by the Kiel faction in the eommittee 
with leading the war on Chairman Kiel, 
at the behest of Kreismann, came in 
while the row was in progress. He 
threw his arms around Stifel’s neck 
and begged the brewer to be his friend. 
It appeared for a time that there would 

be hostilities requiring police attention, 
but the politicians dispersed without 
blows béing passed. 
’ Reber told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
‘that while there was an argument be- 
tween Blodgett and Thomas, there was 
nothing: hostile in the attitude of each 
‘toward the other and that ne bitter- 
ness resulted, He admitted, however, 
that their voices were ‘raised pretty 
high at one time. 

Howe said that it was true that they 
“talked over” things and said that Har- 
ry Hawes was there, in addition to the 
others, ‘but said that when the discus- 
sion was over they all had their arms 
around each other and everything was 
lovely.

WILSON TELLS 
MISS COOK 





Boat Sank From Under Party of 
Six Without Apparent 
Cause. 


When it can be learned how a boat, 
riding upon stagnant water, with no 
\leak in it, can sink suddenly with six 
persons, the mystery of the drowning 
of Miss Lucille Cook in Onondaga Cave 
Saturday will be explained. 

Instructor Malcolm E. Wilson of 
Washington University, one of the pro- 
fessors conducting the expedition of the 
geology class into the cave, said Mon- 


lday tat “te was watching. the boat, 


which was several yards back of him, 
when he saw it mysteriously disappear 


below the surface of the water. There 
Was no boisterousness in it or move- 
ment by its occupants that he could see. 

That Miss’*Cook was drowned was due 
to the fact that when the boat went 
oo the water all lights were ex- 
tinguished. Men in the party rescued 
four other girls but did not notice that 
Wiss Cook had disappeared. When they 
did find her floating in the water it 
was too late to save her life. 

The expedition was the fourth that 
Prof. McCourt of Washington Univer- 
sity has conducted through the cave. 
He has been through the cavern six 
times and is famillar with its interior. 

At the mouth of the cave is a lake 
about seventy yards long. It is neces- 
sary to cross this in boats, which are 
furnished by the Onondaga Cave Co. 
These boats are flat-bottomed affairs, 
containing seats for 10 persons. 

Rather than risk overcrowding Prof. 
McCourt divided the party into two sec- 
tions. Those who wWent across in the 
fifst boat were a guide, Wilson, Mrs. 
McCourt, Miss Anna Mills, Miss Shry- 
ock and Miss Julia Groves. 

Those in the second were Richard 
Starks, assistant professor of geology, 
a guide, Miss Cook, Miss June Oehler, 
Miss Marie Bacon, Miss Beatrice Jen- 
nings and Miss Helen Bryars. Prof. 
McCourt remained behind for the boats 
to return and get-him. 

The landing. place is where the cave 
epens into a b oom, where there are 
tables for the accommodation of visit- 
ing parties which may wish to lunch 
there. As the first boat neared this, 
Wilson, looking back, saw the other 
boat begin to sink. In a few seconds 
it was out of sight, the torch of its 
wuide and the lanterns of its other oc- 
cupants being extinguished. 

Wilson unloaded his boat at the land- 
ing and, with the guide, hastily poled 
back to the other party. On a knob of 
the bottom Starks was standing, his 
head barely out of the water. He was 


}supporting Misses Jennings, Bacon and 


Shtyock. Miss Oehlers was standing on 
the edge of the submerged boat, her 
head out of water. 

The rescuers had forgotten to bring 
torches, but Wilson used his electric 
flash, Each of the young women was 
taken in turn to a nearby ledge, as it 
was impossible to take all of them into 
the boat at onge. Starks swam behind 
the boat on its trip. 

While the rescuers were on the ledge 
Mrs. McCourt from the other party 
called out to know if everybody had 
been saved. Then it was that Miss 
Cook’s absence was noticed. ~ 

Starks plunged into the water and 
swam back to the sc ne of the accident. 
It was too dark to see anything, but

CINCINNATI, Nov. 20.—For the week 
énding at noon Sunday several young 
women, pupils of the seniors class of the 
Cincinnati Kindergarten Training School, 
hay: conducted an experiment in dieting, 
the results of which indicate that it 1s 
Guite posible for a working girl with a 


knowledge of food preparation to obtain 
vood for at an average cost of 12 cents 
a day. 

If she cannot afford this she can get 
along nicely on as little.as 7 cents a 
day, which . 1s what the prospective 
teachers accomplighed in their trial. In 
order to carry wut the test thoroughly 
the girls were given a model which was 
fitted up by the school board. They did 
their own housekeeping,, marketed and 
prepared their meals, besides doing their 
regular class and special work. , 

It is expected that the results of the 
experiment will be applied when a model 
‘working girls’ flat ‘s established in con- 
nection with the Schmidlapp Model 
Hotes. 

‘There is an advantage in all this,” 
the girls said. “If a working girl can 
be helped to live better on her modest 
wage, it means that she is just so much 
further safeguarded from dangers of 
many kinds.”

CELEBRATION, NOT ATTACK 





Juarez Fears Reyists’ Onslaught 
When Maderists Fire Guns. 


EL PASO, Tex., Nov. 20.—What was 
supposed at first to have been an at- 
tack.on Juarez by Reyists proved to be 
the celebration by Maderistas of the an- 
niversary of the beginning of the Ma- 
dero revolution. 

The -principal feature of the demon- 
stration was the discharge of firearms.

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THAT LEWIS BANK REPORT. 
Nothing could be more absurd than tha effort 
tc connect the Post-Dispatch with the conspiracy 
to ruin EB. G. Lewis and his enterprises, unless 
it is the comment of the Pecksniffs of local news- 
papers and of the partizans of the House Com- 
mittee on Postoffice Department expenditures. 

The.Post-Dispatch obtained and published the 
report of the Postoffice inspectors as important 
news concerning the methods and management 
of a banking venture which was seeking millions 
of dollars from investors with promises of ex- 
ceptional profits. The report was an official 
document embodying charges made by public 
officers in the line of their duty. The statement 
was not printed until it was filed in Washington. 
On the day of its publication the Missouri Sec- 
retary of State took action which resulted in 
the closing of the bank. Every other newspaper 
followed the Post-Dispatch in publishing the 
news obtained by this newspaper. Whatever in- 
jury was done to the bank was caused by the 
facts upon which the report was based and by 
ithe action of the Government, not by the publi- 
cation of the report. 

It is needless to say ‘that neither the Post- 
Dispatch nor any of its responsible editors had 
the slightest interest in the publication except 
the journalistic interest. 

Under similar circumstances the Post-Dispatch 
would not hesitate again te print a report of 
the same kind: Every. alert newspaper which 
properly porforms its functions would have done 
ag the Post-Dispatch did. No concern charged 
by Government officials with get-rich-quick 
frauds or with methods designed to mislead the 
public and dupe investors has ever escaped pub- 
licity, or ever. will while there are fearless and 
independent néwspapers ready to :-int all the 
news ‘and to do their duty as guardians of the 
publi¢ welfare. 

Seeking full information bearing on the ques- 
tion of the justification of the postal authoritiss 
in taking action to protect the public from the 
frauds, false promises and ruinous methods of 
unscrupulous promoters would far more become 
Congressional investigators than threatening, 
abusing and insulting all those who have tried 
to do their duty in this respect. : 
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SYSTEMATIC FPLEEOCING. 

Miss Susan L.. Davis was arrested at the Planc- 
ers Hotel on July 14. She was charged with vio- 
lating the health ordinances by recommending 
the systematic use of water inside and out as a 
means of restoring or retaining health. She was 
arrested again on Sept. 14. The specific chargé in 
each case is that she is not licensed to prescribe 
means for restoring or retaining health. ~- 

“In one case,” says Miss Davis, “I gave a 
bond of $300 and in the other $200. A pro- 
fessional bondsman signed my bond fom me 
in each case, and charged me $20 for each, 
Every time the cases against me are con- 
tinued I am notified that the bond must be 
renewed, and since the original payments I 
have paid $650 or $60 for renewals,” 

The importance of this statement does not de- 
pend on any question of the competency of Miss 
Davis to improve the health of anyone in St. 
Louis by recommending the use of water or other- 
wise. Taken as it stands, it illustrates a system- 
atic political method of fleecing. If the facts are 
as she states them, they show not only that she 
is being fleeced, but that it is the result of sys- 
tem, operating with -nechanical regularity in all 
similar cases. 
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THOUGHTLESS NEW YORE. 
With characteristic thoughtlessness as to 
whether there will be anything left the morning 
after, little old New York has been going its 
headlong, white light way, building more gilded

At a meeting of the Board of Gover- 
nors of the Amateur Athletic Union of 
America, to be held in New York be- 
ginning Monday, Theodoric R. Bland of 
St. Louis, president of the Western Dis- 
trict, and John J. O’Connor, also of this 
city, delegates’ to the convention, will 
present a proposal to modify the rules 


governing amateur boxing. They took 
with them from_ this city a draft of 
the mew amendments desirable to the

present code. The modifications are 
the work of Harry Sharpe, the referee 
of the Mozart Club, of this city, and 
the Post-Dispatch’s expert writer on 
boxing topics.

Abolition of the system of 
judges governing the contest, and 
the vesting of all decisions solely 
in the referee. 

Increasing the number of rounds 
from three two-minute rounds to 
four. 

Modification of the rule declar-. 
img that a knockdown ends the 
round without a count being 
made. Sear 

Clean breaks instead of hitting 
on the break-away. ; 
Other minor points are taken up in 

the new draft of the rules. | 

Mr. Sharpe was unwilling to go into 
details of the changes until the offi- 
cers of the organization and the dele- 
gates to the national meeting had 
had a chance to see them. He said: 

“I’m not in a position to give out 
the changes in detail offered until 
@ consideration of them has. been 
made by the A. A, U. I may mention 
that the rules are at present ambigu- 
ously worded and not suited to the 
amateur world in other ways. . 

Dangerous to Contestants. 

“For example, the rule ending a round 
with a knockdown is a bad one. As in 
one fight here the knockdown may be 
an actual knockout, as professional 
fights go, and yet the sufferer 
could be sent back into the ring to 
continue the mill. A count of 10 should 
end any fight, if only for precautions 
against injury. i , ee 

“Again, the judge system,af! govérn- 
ing fights is all wrong. “It ‘8 obsolete, 
with no justification whatever. Fre- 
quently the officials are incon#etent. I 
once saw one judge write the names of 
two contestents on two slips of paper. 
When the fight was over he shuffled 
them and drew one.without looking at, 
the name, handing mie the other. © 

“A competent referee should handle 
the fight, as in professional’ bouts. ° 

“Again there is the proposition of 
cléan breaks—the only way any fight 
should be conducted, when it is for 
boxing alone. .Clean breaks will do 
away with the hugging and clinching 
which make matches so uninteresting 
frequently. 

“Hitting on the breakaway makes 
boxers go in rather for avoiding punish- 
ment than for boxing, which is after all 
what the amateurs are after. 

“Other points have been touched on 
in the instrument as drawn up, that will 
”e mace public if the rules are adopt- 
ed.” 

Sharpe ‘has declared himself strong- 
ly for clean breaks in the professional 
bouts. at the Mozart Club and it is like- 
ly that organization will <uop* his ideas.
